District Man­ 
ager of Social Security in Abi­ 
lene The checks arriving Oc­ 
tober 3 will tie in the new 
amounts, totalling some $166, 
K36 for Jones County. 


“That sum represents the 7 
per cent increase in benefits 
for the months of January- 
August ", he added, “and will 
go to some 2776 resident® of 
Jones County who are now 
receiving monthly social secu­ 
rity checks by reason of age, 
disability, or the death of a 
parent or s{»ouse."
